URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Stock- 
brands  Act,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations: — 

Regulations  made  pursuant  to  Section  56 
of  the  “  Stock-brands  Act,”  as  amended 
by  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1946. 

1.  No  person  to  whom  a  licence  to  slaughter 
horses  for  animal  food  has  been  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section  26a  of  the 
Act  shall  slaughter  a  horse  without  first 
complying  with  the  conditions  expressed  in 
clauses  (a)  and  (6). 

(a.)  He  shall  send  to  the  nearest  Inspector 
a  notice  in  writing  so  as  to  reach  the 
Inspector  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
before  the  horse  is  slaughtered. 

( b .)  He  shall  specify  in  the  notice  the  fol¬ 
lowing  particulars: — 

(i.)  The  number  of  horses  to  be 
slaughtered : 

(ii.)  A  facsimile  of  the  brand  or 
brands  on  each  horse: 

(iii.)  The  kind,  age,  sex,  and  mark¬ 
ings  of  each  horse: 

(iv. )  The  place  where  the  horses 
are  to  be  slaughtered: 

(v.)  In  case  any  horse  proposed  to 
be  slaughtered  was  purchased  by  him, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
from  whom  and  the  date  on  which  the 
horse  was  purchased. 

2.  No  person  to  whom  a  licence  to  slaughter 
horses  for  animal  food  has  been  issued  shall 
slaughter  a  horse  except  at  a  licensed  slaugh- 
ter-bouse  or  at  the  principal  buildings  of  a 
ranch : — 

(a.)  That  is  occupied  or  owned  by  a  person 
who  is  the  proprietor  of  a  brand  issued 
pursuant  to  section  3  of  the  Act: 

(h.)  That  is  within  reasonable  distance  of 
an  Inspector’s  office;  and 

(c.)  That  is  approved  by  an  Inspector. 

3.  An  Inspector  may  inspect  each  horse  be¬ 
fore  it  is  slaughtered,  and  if  he  is  not  satisfied 
that  the  licensee  has  the  right  to  slaughter  the 
horse  he  shall  forbid  the  slaughter  and  there¬ 
upon  the  licensee  shall  not  slaughter  the  horse. 

4.  No  person  to  whom  a  licence  to  slaughter 
horses  for  animal  food  has  been  issued  shall: — 

(a.)  Cut  the  carcass  of  a  horse  into  less 
than  quarters: 

( b .)  Bone  out  the  carcass: 

(c.)  Pack  the  carcass  in  a  box  or  other  con¬ 
tainer. 

5.  Regulations  1  to  4,  inclusive,  shall  not 
apply  to  a  person  who  operates  a  mink  or  fox 
ranch  in  respect  of  any  horse  slaughtered  by 
him  at  his  ranch. 

6.  (1.)  No  person  shall  ship  horse-meat  by 
means  of  a  carrier  without  first  reporting  to 
the  Inspector  of  the  district  that  he  intends  to 


ship  the  horse-meat  and  furnishing  a  certi¬ 
ficate  in  the  form  attached  to  these  regulations 
to  the  said  Inspector. 

(2.)  The  carrier  shall  forthwith  upon  reach¬ 
ing  the  destination  of  the  horse-meat  furnish 
to  the  nearest  Inspector  a  certificate  in  the 
form  attached  to  these  regulations. 

7.  Regulations  1  to  6,  inclusive,  shall  apply 
only  in  the  prescribed  area  as  defined  under 
section  54  of  the  “  Stock-brands  Act.” 

8.  (1.)  No  person  shall  engage  in  or  carry 
on  the  business  of  a  dealer  in  horse-meat  un¬ 
less  he  is  the  holder  of  a  licence  issued  by  the 
Minister  therefor  under  these  regulations. 

(2.)  The  application  for  a  licence  to  deal 
in  horse-meat  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  and 
form  prescribed  by  the  Minister,  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  payment  of  a  licence  fee  of 
five  dollars,  and  thereupon  the  Minister  may 
cause  to  be  issued  to  the  applicant  a  licence 
therefor  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Minister. 
Every  licence  issued  under  these  regulations 
shall  expire  at  midnight  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  of  the  year  in  respect  of 
which  it  is  issued.

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
pursuant  to  section  29  of  the  “  Real-estate 
Agents’  Licensing  Act,”  being  chapter  157  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,

1.  Without  affecting  the  discretion  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Insurance  to  refuse  a  licence 
to  an  applicant  for  a  real-estate  agent’s  li¬ 
cence  on  the  ground  that  the  applicant  is  not 
a  suitable  person  to  be  licensed  within  the 
meaning  of  the  “  Real-estate  Agents’  Licensing 
Act,”  every  person  shall  be  required  to  satisfy 
the  Superintendent  that  he  possesses  the  fol¬ 
lowing  qualifications  and  experience  as  a  con¬ 
dition  precedent  to  the  issuing  to  him  of  a 
real-estate  agent’s  licence:— 

(a.)  That  he  has  been  previously  engaged 
in  the  business  of  selling  or  managing 
real  estate  within  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  or  Great  Britain,  or  any  do¬ 
minion  of  the  British  Empire,  or  any 
colony  or  dependency  thereof,  or  the 
United  States  of  America,  for  his  own 
account  for  a  continuous  period  of  not 
less  than  two  years  within  a  period  of 
five  years  prior  to  the  date  of  applica- 
cation ;  or 

( h .)  That  he  has  been  employed  by  a  li¬ 
censed  real-estate  agent  in  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  in  the  selling  or  management 
of  real  estate  for  a  continuous  period 
of  at  least  two  years  within  a  period 
of  five  years  prior  to  the  date  of  appli¬ 
cation  ;  or 

(c.)  That  he  has  been  employed  by  a  real- 
estate  agent  without  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  but  within  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada,  or  Great  Britain,  or 
any  dominion  of  the  British  Empire, 
or  any  colony  or  dependency  thereof, 
or  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the 
business  of  selling  or  management  of 
real  estate  for  a  continuous  period  of 
at  least  two  years  and  within  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year,  such  last- 
mentioned  period  to  be  within  the 
period  of  five  years  prior  to  the  date 
of  application.

The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a
